3.  To  see  if  the  Town  wiU  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Town 
Treasurer  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes, 
and  to  issue  in  the  name,  and  on  the  credit  of  the  Town,  negotiable 
notes  therefor. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  adminis- 
ter or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  Deeds 
or  otherwise.

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $500.00  to  be  paid  over  to  the  Astle-Woodburn  Funeral 
Home  of  Whitefield  for  ambulance  service  for  the  citizens  of  Carroll 
for  a  period  of  one  year.  Payment  of  this  sum  to  the  Astle-Wood- 
burn Funeral  Home  is  contingent  upon  whether  the  Towns  of  White- 
field  and  Dalton  also  raise  the  necessary  sums  of  money  for  said 
ambulance  service.

Route  3  and  Route  302  (8"  line  to  be  used  throughout),  such  sum  to 
be  raised  by  issuance  of  not  exceeding  $60,000.00  in  serial  bonds  or 
notes  under  and  in  complicince  with  the  provisions  of  the  municipal 
finance  act  (Chapter  33  of  the  New  Hampshire  Statutes  Annotated 
1955  and  any  amendments  thereto)  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine  the 
rate  of  interest  thereon  and  to  take  such  other  actions  as  may  be 
necessary  to  effect  the  issuance,  negotiations,  sale  and  delivery  of 
such  bonds  or  notes  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  of 
Carroll  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

in  Section  19  and  Sections  19-29  inclusive.  Chapter  36  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Statutes  Annotated  1955  and  its  amendments,  it  being 
the  further  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk  if  this  article  is  adopted,  to  issue 
aU  certificates  of  failure  when  the  Planning  Board  shall  fail,  to 
take  action  as  provided  in  Chapter  36  aforesaid.

On  March  10,  1970  we  held  open  house  of  your  new  library  fa- 
cilities. We  the  Librarian  and  trustee  agree  that  election  day  is  an 
excellent  time  to  open  the  door  of  the  library  so  that  all  may  view 
the  expanding  selection  of  new  reading  material  available  to  you. 

This  year  has  been  a  very  active  one.  During  National  Library 
Week  a  poster  contest  was  held  with  14  entries.  A  summer  reading 
contest  also  showed  good  results.  Prizes  were  awarded  in  each  of 
these  contests.  New  children's  books  were  ordered  in  honor  of  Na- 
tional Children  Book  Week.

Direct  Services 

A.  Psychiatrists,  Psychologists,  Psychiatric  Social  Workers  and  our 
Community  Service  Workers  were  involved  directly  with  386  new 

referrals,  in  addition  to  the  caseloads  carried  over  from  the 
previous  year  of  service.  In  most  cases,  interviews  and  evalua- 
tion involved  members  of  families  and  other  as  well  as  the 
client,  amounting  to  many  hours  of  staff  time. 

B.  Our  clinical  staff  was  consulted  for  advice  and  recommenda- 
tions by  resident  professionals  on  numerous  occasions.  These 
included  problems  of  behavior  symptoms,  medication  and  dos- 
age, referrals  to  other  agencies,  family  and  social  relationships, 
treatment  plans,  public  assistance,  and  drug  abuse. 

C.  General  Hospital  Consultation.  Each  week  a  staff  psychiatrist 
has  made  a  regular  visit  to  the  Cottage  Hospital  in  Woodsville 
and  the  Weeks  Memorial  Hospital  in  Lancaster.  In  addition,  the 
clinical  staff  has  been  available  on  an  as-needed  basis  to  the 
physicians  serving  patients  in  the  Morrison  Hospital  in  White- 
field  and  the  Littleton  Hospital  in  Littleton.  During  these  con- 
sultations the  clinical  staff  has  been  available  to  physicians  and 
hospital  personnel  for  conferences  concerning  individual  treat- 
ment plans. 

School  Consultation 

A.  The  Staff  Psychologist  and  Child  Psychiatrist  with  other  staff 
personnel  rendered  assistance  with  individual  cases  of  children 
having  difficulty.  They  worked  with  school  administrators,  guid- 
ance counselors,  and  teachers. 

B.  Agency  personnel  presented  seminars  and  programs  relating  to 
the  psychiatric  aspects  of  learning  to  school  teachers  and  others. 

C.  The  Agency  has  presented  programs  on  Drug  Abuse,  Special 
Learning  Disabilities,  and  the  Exceptional  Child. 

D.  A  pilot  experimental  School  for  Exceptional  Children  is  being 
operated  by  the  Agency  in  Lisbon  in  cooperation  with  Super- 
visory Union  #35,  the  State  Department  of  Education  (Special 
Education),  and  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Mental 
Retardation.  (A  special  report  follows.) 

Resource  for  Professional  Workers 

Public  Health  Nurses,  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Social  Wel- 
fare Workers  and  others  have  used  the  agency  for  consultation  and 
assistance  with  individual  cases  and  general  information. 
The  Agency  has: 
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A)  Discussed  the  handling  of  individual  cases  and  has  accepted 
referrals  for  treatment. 

B)  Provided  programs  centering  around  common  problems 
through  case  presentations.  It  has  made  available  a  bi- 
monthly telephone  conference  with  Tufts  University  Medical 
School,  Department  of  Psychiatry. 

C)  Enlisted  the  support  of  other  professionals  in  working  out 
the  details  of  treatment  plans,  the  meeting  of  crisis  situa- 
tions, and  the  return  of  individuals  to  productive  community 
life  and  the  labor  force. 

D)  Provided  field  work  training  for  students  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Vermont  Medical  College  and  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  School  of  Nursing.
